Supreme Court Decides in Ftvor of 
the Admiral and His Men, 


Opinion 8ays If EfTorta at Salvay^ 


Had Failed or Cost Exctedtd the 


Value, Dewey'i Men 8till Would be 


Entitled to Bounty. 
Washington, Feb, 24.—The 
IJiAM 
States supreme court yesterday decid- 
ed the prize monsîy cases brought by 
V^dmiral Dewey in behalf of himself 
and the officers and men of his fleet on 
account of the vessels sunk at Manila 
ptnd afterward 
reclaimed, 
in 
their 
favor, but the cases of Admiral Samp- 
SOL, for whose name that of Admiral 
Taylor was substituted in his own be- 
jialf and that of his offlcers and men 
pn account of the Maria Theresa, sunk 
at the battle of Santiago, were decided 
adversely to the claimants. The Ther- 
esa was gunk 
after being 
rescued, 
whereag the vessels reclaimed at Ma- 
nila are stilV (n use. 


The court ürst passed on the Dewey 
case. 
Taking up the question as tc 
whether the Spanish vessels, Don Juan 
de Austria, the Isle de Cuba and Isla 
de Luzon, were properly adjudicated 
as prizes for the benefit of captors, in 
view of their condition immediately 
after the engageinent at Manila, and 
.their being subsequently raised and 
put in commission, the opinion says 
that if the ef&ort at salvage had failed, 
or if the cost had equaled or exceeded 
the value, the clptors still would be 
entitled to bounty. 


"As to the property taken from the 
vessels raised and reconstructed, and 
that taken trom the vessels destroyed," 
says the opinion, "we thini^' that its 
legal status must be regarded as the 
same as that of the vessel to which 
it belonged.

The statute did 
not contemplate a 
division of 
the 
grant, and an award of prize money 
and bounty in respect to the same 
transaction." 


Concluding on this iMint, the opin- 
ion says that even if the contention 
be correct that bounty alone would b« 
an inadequate reward, that would not 
justify the court in attributing to the 
statute a scope not permitted Uy its 
terms. 


Concerning tbe naval stores cap- 
tured by Admiral Dewey at Cavité, the 
opinion says the property in question 
was taken subjc.ot t^ the exercise of 
the power of restitution, and the gov- 
ernment must; be regarded as absolved 
from liability for whatever was re- 
stored under the treaty of peace. 


Taking up the Sampson 
case 
and 
passing on the case of the Maria Tere- 
sa, tlie court reverses the decree of 
condemnation of the District Court to 
the effect that that vessel and all the 
property taken from her and from the 
other vessels were lawful prize o( war, 
and directs that the libel filed \>y the 
paval officers be di?:missed.
